After consicerable pulling and tugging, nee­ 
dling and wheedling, the 10 per cent income 
surtax has been ex tended for six months. 
The ex tension for an additional six months 
into 19 70 at the reduced rate of 5 per cent faces 
an uncertain fate because it is included in the 
tax reform bill which may or may not be sub­ 
ject to amendments. 


THE SURTAX HAs BEEN described as a vi­ 
tal tool in the administration’s fight to curb in­ 
flation. and apparently enough Democrats were 
convinced of the validity of this argument to 
help the Republicans win congressional approv­ 
al. 
We don’t claim any ex pertise in economics, 
but we seriously doubt that the surtax has had 
or will have any measurable success in curbing 
the two major causes for the inflationary spiral 
—wages and prices. 
Take-home pay is the barometer of a tax pay ­ 
er's affluence If tax es take a deeper bite of his 
pay check, he has less to spend for the goods he 
wants and needs. 
If it all stopped there the tax panacea might 


work § ut tax es have a way of fanning the fires 
of inflation because they stimulate the wage 
earner into even higher and higher demands on 
his employ er. 
As the supply of money in the hands of the 
wage earner becomes greater, competition for 
the purchase of available goods escalates and 
prices continue to sky rocket. 
This is especially true in the field of services* 
many of which are approaching the point of 
pricing themselves out of the market 
Production simply has not kept pace with 
wages, an imbalance that adversely affects 
prices and stimulates inflation. 


IT’S A VICIOUS CYCLE to which we see a 
choice of only two solutions—recession or price 
and wage controls. 
Nobody wants either, but how does one suc­ 
cessfully apply for an application of common 
sense, restraint and one’s own best interests. 
While try ing to determine which comes first 
—the chicken oi the egg. we may either kill the 
chicken or break the egg. 
Bobby Baker Is Back In the News 


The Justice Department wants him to pay 
back part of the $1.7 million it say s he received 
for serving "the interests of various private 
parties having matters pending before” the 
government. 
The civil suit was filed in Washington and 
cites only 4 cases involving $35,600 Baker al­ 
legedly received while secretary to Senate 
Democrats. However the government said it 
planned to demand recovery "for other such 
transactions . . . where he received substantial 
pay ments from private parties.” 


TWO YEARS AGO Baker was convicted on 
criminal charges of tax evasion, theft and 
fraud He was found guilty of stealing $137,000 
in political contributions and evading tax es on 
the illegal income. 
He was sentenced to one to three y ears in 
prison but presently is free pending action on 
his appeal. He contends government agents 
used illegal wiretaps to gather evidence against 
him. 
Baker is involved in a number of business

The suit tequests the court to order an ac­ 
counting of all transactions by which the pro­ 
tege of the then Sen. Ly ndon B. Johnson raised 
his net worth from $11,000 in 19 56 to about $1.7 
million when he resigned eight y ears later.

THE CHARGES against Baker are not new. 
Most of the ground was covered in hearings be­ 
fore the Serate Rules Committee in 1963 and 
1964 But the odor of the case is still strong in 
Washington. 
The Nix on administration apparently wants a 
comprehensive review of the matter and money 
returned if possible. 
May be the government won’t score with the 
case but if it does, the action will be an ex am­ 
ple that Washington influence peddling doesn’t 
pay . 
As it stands' right now, the matter is debata­ 
ble. 


Searching Space 


Man has peeped at Mars and found a desola­ 
tion rivaling that of the moon. The closest look 
ever at Mars has been provided by cameras 
aboard Mariner spacecrafts and all but ex tingu­ 
ished the theory that the planet might support 
life. 
Careful scientists have not ruled out some 
ty pe of microscopic life or low-order vegeation. 
But unmanned probes will be employ ed to land 
on Mars to pry loose this last secret about life. 
Scientists described the rugged terrain and 
barren craters photographed from 2,000 miles 
away as "fantastic.” They indicated only the 
most optimistic could harbor any hope for dis­ 
covery of unseen organisms. 
The meteor-scarred surface of Mars appears 
too desolate to support life. 
So Science has added new knowledge to its 
vast store. Man apparently has not near neigh­ 
bors in this universe. But as is the way of sci­ 
ence, the search will go on into deeper space 
and other planets. 
W’ho can say what new information will be 
turned up in the nex t 10, 20 or 30 y ears? 


Life By the Numbers 
When the military does any thing, it does 
it by the numbers—and numbers are some­ 
thing it has plenty of. 
Each member of the armed forces has a 
serial number, plus a social security number 
(as a tax pay ing citizen) and a military oc­ 
cupational classification number, 
In hopes of cutting down on some of their 
massive paperwork, easing the load on c< m- 
puters that handle pay records and providing 
“speedy and direct data interchange” between 
offices, the Array and Air Force are putting 
the records of incoming personnel under so­ 
cial security numbers instead of the tradition­ 
al serial numbers. 
Beginning July 1, each new recruit will be 
assigned his own social security number, or a 
new one if he doesn’t already have one, upon 
his arrival at the reception center. The Navy 
is slated to follow with this procedure in 1970 
and the Marine Corps in 1971. 
TTie Internal Revenue Service idenitifes each 
tax pay er with his social security number. Now 
the services will. Banks and credit card issuers 
have long talked of doing the same. 
The time is coming when each newborn 
baby will be issued a lifetime dog tag bear­ 
ing his own number, good for registering in 
school, for driving a car, for making pur­ 
chases, for writing a check, for going to war, 
for pay ing tax es, for collecting a pension ind, 
undoubtedly , for reserving a slot in the ceme­ 
tery .

So I asked the vice president to reply to those who 
believe the U.S. should retire behind the « e'n« n c 
fortresses and permit the world to settle its own 
problems. 
Here Is Spiro Agnew’s reply , written ex clusively 
for this column: 


By SPIRO T. AGNEW 
Vice President of the United States 
WASHINGTON — At the turn of the century , 
Theodore Roosevelt said of America, "We have 
no choice as to whether or not we shall play a 
great part in the world . . . All that we can 
decide is whether we shall play It well or ill.” 
Today , in spite of significant changes. Ameri­ 
ca confronts this challenge anew. The issue is 
no longer whether we shall be a great power 
. . . we are one. The choice is not between pol­ 
icies of isolationism or ex pansionism . . . both 
were discredited long ago. Only the decision re­ 
mains . . . whether to use our power "well or 
ill.” 
Ex traordinary as it seems after so much 
bloody history has coursed across the conti­ 
nents of this world, there are some in America 
who believe we can abdicate our position of 
leadership among the free nations and abro­ 
gate our commitments to our allies. 


THERE ARE SOME who believe that if we 
deny such responsibilities ex ist, they will cease 
to ex ist. The absurdity of such positions paral­ 
lels the posture of the ostrich, which assumes 
that in bury ing its head it is no longer ex posed 
to danger. 
Others prerent the argument that, since our 
greatest obligations lie within the borders of 
this nation, we have no business becoming in­ 
volved outside our own turf. This is specio'is 
reasoning. Its fallacy rests in a failure to take 
any account of the telescoping of space, time 
and history which is the prinicipal characteris­ 
tic of this last third of the Twentieth Century . 
The rebuttal to all of these contentions is 
rooted in reality . In the first place, the title to 
leadership 
among 
free 
nations 
is 
neither 
claimed nor proclaimed, but tacitly conferred. 
America’s actions alone will determine whether 
we shall continue to merit this mantle of re­ 
spect. Let us not forget that it requires of us 
constant responsible initiative. 


IN THE SECOND PLACE, any retreat from 
our position as a flex ible, stablizing force far 
world peace would ultimately engender the col­ 
lapse of so many budding democracies that its 
impact would reverberate across the American 
heartland. Any unilateral withdrawal would cre­ 
ate an inviting vacuum for totalitarian forces to 
fill. 
This policy of abject retreat is not only dis­ 
honorable, but impractical. We are not only sur­ 
rendering our ideals, but selling humans into 
slavery and, hence, renouncing all hope for per­ 
manent peace because of one inescapable fact: 
as long as men serve masters not of their 
choosing, they will struggle to unseat them. 
This does not imply that America must be the 
sole watchman for world freedom nor does it 
preclude any conversations, negotiations or con­ 
ciliations which might lead to world peace. Nei­ 
ther does it indicate a policy that anticipates 
holocaust unless all nations of the world play u 
our way . 
What it does mean is this: Our nation — con­ 
ceived in and consecrated to liberty — does not 


foresee how peace can coex ist with slavery . We 
seek freedom for all peoples and self-determi­ 
nation for all nations as the wily rational 
course to permanent peace. 


IT WELL MAY BE ADDED that this is not 
just a lofty political ideal but a highly pragmat­ 
ic policy . Civilization cannot endure in perpetu­ 
al chaos. In our world where an advancing 
technology has diminished distance and acceler­ 
ated both change and progress, it is incredible 
that some still believe the United States can op­ 
erate in isolated splendor. 
Even more disquieting is the justification o! 
the new isolationism as essential to resolving 
compelling domestic problems. I do not in any 
way denigrate the recognition of these grave 
problems when 1 say there are two way s M 
looking at them. The first is with the positive 
and healthy vision that the world’s most ad­ 
vanced and affluent society can correct inequi­ 
ties, eliminate poverty and ex pand opportunity 
to undreamed-of dimensions. 
The second is a masochistic introspection 
tainted bv unwarranted guilt and undermined 
by a totally unjustified lack of confidence in our 
democratic institutions. 
While this ty pe of thinking afflicts but a stri­ 
dent few in our society , its dangers are discern­ 
ible. When Americans allow guilt to supplant 
purpose as the primary motivating force, a ma­ 
lignancy is bom. When Americans allow de­ 
spair to supersede hope, our vigor is sapped. 
WTien Americans allow an absence of confid­ 
ence to corrode our most basic convictions, our 
society is in mortal danger. 


IT IS TIME to return to reality — to the opti­ 
mism and pragmatism that made America a 
great power. It is time for Americans to re­ 
member that our political sy stem remains the 
most free and flex ible in the world. It is time to 
remember that within this century our society 
has produced every ty pe of advancement from 
social security to the Salk vaccine, from the 
computer to the ex ploration of outer space. It is 
time to remember that our foreign policy has 
supported every possible vehicle for peace from 
the Marshall Plan to the United Nations. 
It is time to take pride in our unprecedented 
progress and to understand that America went 
forward because America looked outward. Our 
achievements have resulted from our unwilling­ 
ness to accept a closing of phy sical or spiritual 
frontiers. Today , we must decide anew whether 
to be bound by the artificial barriers of the past 
or to ex plore the limitless boundaries in space, 
under the sea and in human understanding. 
T7» e moment has come to draw upon the prin­ 
ciples that have sustained and advanced our na­ 
tion to the position of world leadership that it 
cannot renounce. America must act with the 
courage and cieativity it so surely possesses — 
if America is to merit the mantle of leadership 
conferred by an admiring free world.

Prehistoric 
Post Office

Now that Americans have proved they can go 
to the moon, may be we should get about the 
business of learning how to deliver the mail. 
Whether Postmaster General Winton (Red) 
Blount succeeds in his current reform drive or 
whether he retreats like Napoleon from Moscow 
before a blizzard of opposition from Congress 
and the letter carriers union, the plain probabil­ 
ity is that one of these day s the postal service 
will break down. 
The most dramatic ex ample of things to 
come occurred, y ou remember, in December of 
19 66 when the Chicago post office collapsed. For 
day s and day s tons of mail were dumped unpro­ 
cessed In hallway s, basements and lofts. 
One of the Chicago papers at that time pub­ 
lished a photo of the floor of a mail truck fes­ 
tooned with wine bottles, for the Chicago port 
office was also being used as an agency for so­ 
cial uplift of hitherto unemploy ables. Any way , 
It was a frightening portent. 


TWO YEARS AGO Ly ndon Johnson set up a 
commission headed by Frederick R. Kappel. , 
former board chairman of AT&T, to make rec­ 
ommendations for a sweeping overhaul. 
The 
suggestions 
Include 
a 
government 
owned corporation to run the department, a 
governing board named by the President with 
the approvr' of Congress and the right of the 
corporation to borrow money in order to mod­ 
ernize the works 
Blount, in pushing this, is naturally in trouble 
with patronage-minded congressmen, and the 
heads of the postal union fear his plan might 
cut employ ment. But plenty of Americans, wea­ 
ry of ever-escalating postal rates for letters ao- 
parently forwarded by canalboat, will be in his 
comer. 
Last y ear the U.S. Post Office lost a billion 
dollars — *hrce times as much as it lost in 1955. 
The post office is the only major industrial sy s­ 
tem In which man-day s have advanced ex actly 
as fast as the amount of work accomplished. 
Eighty per cent of the department’s $7 billion 
budget f?<*s for wages and productivity per 
worker actually dropped slightly in the past two 
y ears. Working conditions in antiquated, ill- 
lighted workrooms can be unspeakable and the 
annual turnover rat* among postal employ es 
runs close to 30 per cent. 
In a nation filled with technical genius, it Is 
incredible that we handle mail almost as we 
did in the day s when Ben Franklin was the 
king’s postmaster for the American colonies. 
At the moment the department is try ing to 
develop some sophisticated scanners that will 
read addresses. They will have to be pretty *>• 
phisticated to tell the difference between Valley 
Junction, O r, and Valley Junction, Oh., particu­ 
larly if it’s in Aunt Minnie’s rheumatic hand­ 
writing. 
But all we need is a standardized box on the 
front of each envelope containing five columns 
of digits running from 
to 9 . We can then ink 
or pencil out the ZIP code number of our ad­ 
dressee. We have machines that can position 
envelopes and we have scanners that could 
read such codes accurately at lightning speed. 
Thus, the mailer could so mark his letter that 
it would never have to be looked at by a human 
ey e all the way to the sub-post office at Its des­ 
tination. The Incentive would be the possibility 
of a day earlier delivery . 
We might take another look at RFD, too. It 
was created back in 1896 when it often took a 
farmer two hours or more in a buckboard to 
get to the village. Today most rural residents 
are highly mobile and generally go to town at 
least once a day . 
Drive-in tiers of lockbox es in village 
or rural 
shopping centers to which mail would be dis­ 
tributed constantly , Including Sunday s, might 
be an improvement, both in terms of cutting 
costs of the department and in convenience for 
the receiver. The traffic thus generated might 
impel retail establishments to donate space to 
the government for this purpose. 


THE FEAR BY THE National Association of 
Letter Carriers (AFL-CIO) that any real im­ 
provement in postal service would threaten its 
members with unemploy ment is not very realis­ 
tic. Mail volume, standing currently at 82 bil­ 
lion pieces a y ear, is forecast to rise to 100 bil­ 
lion by 1975. 
Unless productivity per postal worker is im­ 
proved, according to the President’s message of 
May 27, the working force will have to be in­ 
creased from its present figure of 740,000 to an 
even million in the nex t decade. Certainly , the 
department could stand a lot of efficiency with­ 
out a loss of jobs. 
Walter J. Humann, secretary of LTV Aeros­ 
pace Corp., asks, “ Why is it that, with in­ 
creased volume, per-unit cost of postal items 
has increased? I think the organization is in tbe 
18th century .” 
May be not the 18th. But Red Blount needs a 
lot of popular support to get the mail out of the 
chaln-drive truck with the brass radiator.

Are Well-Armed 


A? MIHtary Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Twen­ 
ty-eight of the nation's 41 nu­ 
clear-powered Polaris subma­ 
rines already have missile3 ca­ 
pable of carrying three war­ 
heads each. Pentagon sources 
report. 
With 16 missiles aboard each 
sub, this means two-thirds of 
the Polaris fleet could attack an 
enemy with 1,344 warheads— 
that is more than the 1,054 
land-based Minuteman missiles. 
Key members of congression­ 
al 
committees 
have 
known 
about the multiheaded nature of 
the Polaris A3 missile for years 
and it has been a rather open 
secret in military circles. 
But some critics of the Penta. 
I 
on may choose now to use the 
3 as an argument against the 
administration's proposal for a 
new 
generation 
of 
weapons 
called MIRV—multiple individu­ 
ally targeted re-entry vehicles. 
Dr. John S. Foster Jr., the 
Pentagon’s chief scientist, offi­ 
cially confirmed for the first 
time Tuesday, before a Congres­ 
sional committee, that the A3 
carries more than one bomb. He 
did not say how many. 
Foster contrasted the A3’s 
MRV—multiple 
re-entry 
vehi­ 
cles—with today’s new MIRV by 
indicating the MRV system has 
very little guidance capability. 
MRV can hurl warheads in a 
pattern to one target: MIRV 
can send bombs to targets se­ 
parated by hundreds of miles. 
Foster said the United States 
turned to development of the 
MRV system and other missile 
penetration aids such as dummy 
warheads early in this decade to 
counter potential Soviet missile 
defenses 
"Since the early 1960s when it 
became evident that the Soviets 
were developing ABM (antibal- 
listk missilei technology and 
appeared to be fielding an ABM. 
we have deployed both types of 
penetration aids on our opera­ 
tional missiles," he told the 
House Foreign Affairs subcom­ 
mittee on national security poli­ 
cy and scientific development. 
“Multiple re-entry vehicles are 
deployed on the existing Polaris 
A 3” 
Foster said the United States 
received indications in 1964 that 
the Soviets were deploying a 
powerful new missile intercep­ 
tor, called Galosh, around Mos­ 
cow.
